To the President of the United States. 


THE inhabitants ef. Castleton, county. of 
Rutland, and state.of Vermont, in ‘Town- 
meeting’ assembled, respectfully “repre- 
seit 

‘That your memorialists beheld, a few 
years since, the place of their habitation, 
and that of the inhabitants of this. state, thé 
trackless and solitary abodes of tlie savages 
of the wilderness, 2hd the wild haunts of 
ravenous beasts. Used to industry and e- 
conomy, we were stimulated by the pros- 
pect of a free and an uninterrupted-inter- 
course, and bencticial commerce with other 
nations, to subdue and cultivate a deésert, 
and thereby ‘draw and increase our wealth 
and the wealth of the state and nation, from 
the earth. 


Under the benign influence ofa free and . 


well administered government, protecting 
and invitine commerce with all nations, a 
spirit of enterprize and industry has perva- 
ded the whole body of the people ; and in- 
ured to hardship, the inhabitants of this state 
have been emulous to change the wilder- 
ness into cultivated fields, expecting and 
being assured by past experience, to find a 
steady, free and beneficial market for the 
surplus produce of our toils arid Jabors, “un- 
interrupted by too much regulation.” By 
the sweat of their brows, they have eaten 
the bread of carefulness, anticipating better 
days, when, by the ald of a free and unin- 
terrupted commerce, they might be enabled 
to discharge «il their debts which they had 
necessarily incurred in improving their 
farms and subduing the forests, and more 
easily procure all the necessaries and con- 
veniencies of life. To obtam and preserve 
these invaluable rights, your memorialists 
have suffered every privation, and have 
cheerfully fought the battles of their com- 
non country. We liye in our own coun- 
tity, under a government of laws and not of 
men. To the authority of the laws, we 
ever submit and maintain their sovereign 
power, until constitutionally repealed. And 
we wholly disclaim all prediiection to any 
other government or nation on earth. Peace 
and liberty, the right of afair and open dis- 
posal of oar property, and the rightful pro- 
duct of our labors are blessings we highly 
prize. 

The mouldering graves of our ancestors 
and friends, who fell in battle, or perished 
throngh fatigue and huncer, admonish us 
Of the svorth of chese privileges and aitach 
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us.to the fair inheritance. Yet we pled 
our lives and fortunes} that whenever the 
common good and'an impartial and manly 
policy cali for our aid; we will rally aroand 
the standard of liberty under the majesty 
of our laws, in the defence of our ‘govern- 
ment and rights, and will never barter them 
away for an ignoble peace, or to gratify’ the 
views or interest of any tiation ; nor will we 
surrender them at the shrine of ambition 
or foreign and inordinate power. All for- 
eign influence we discard, and we deprecate 
the day when it shal! dwell in out’land or 
enter the councils of our nation. = *” 
Your memorialists would investi¢atd the 
measutes’of fovernment with diffidence ; 


yet it becomes us as freemen to ask redress 


of our grievances; This right is guaranteed 
tous by our constitution. We will not 
question the governmental right, even in 
time of-peace, of spassing the several atts 
relative to. the Embargo; yet we belicve 
the right otht to bé exercised only from 
imperious necessity. Without that neces- 
sity such laws are inexpedient, against the 
spirit ef our constitution, destructive to pub- 
lic good, and an infringement on the free- 
dom aid “natutal rights of the’ people. 
Without the right of disposing ot our, prop- 
erty in tinie .of peace,,to whomever we 
please, what is the use of liberty, and where 
is the free’ and just reward of our toils and 
labors? Without a market, we cultivate 
the earth beyond the supply of our natural 
wants in vain. 

The surplus part becomes useless in our 
hands. ©The natural product of our soil 
willsupport life, but alone will never make 
it comfortable and happy. The vast quan- 
tities of Pot and Pearl Ashes manufactured 
im this state, and Lumber, are the economi- 
cal-and natural productions’ of clearing up 
a wilderness; and Becf, Pork, Butter, 
Cheese and Grain, are subsequent effects 
of improved cultivation. These are our 
whole dependance asarticles of traffic, to 
supply ourselves with many necessaties 
and conveniences of life, and to afford us 
money to meet our debts and taxes. With- 
out foreign markets, or commercial inter- 
course with Canada, these, in adegree, be- 
come*uselesstrash. ‘he market has gen- 
erally been free, easy and direct: by which 
the inhabitants of the northern part of this 
state, have received almost all the. articles 
essential and agreeable to man, which their 
own soil«has not afforded them, and also, 
a@compétent supply of specie. This has 
been a stimulus to industry and laudable 
enterprize. It has encouraged virtuous 
habits, and fair and honorable dealings with 
mankind. They sought ne evasion ef laws; 
to find a necessary and beneficial market. 
They went, and returned from this market 
in safety, fully satisfied with the rewards of 
their industry.—They saw activity, pros- 
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| perity and confidence at home und abroad, | 


and wealth springing up out of the earth. 
They wcither anticipated nor foresaw apy 
evil of change, and, therefore, provided ne 
remedy, for the evils which now ewait hem. 
: Your methorialists furthe?® represent, that 
the passing of the act of December. 22d, 
“ Laying an Embargo on all ships and ves- 
sels in the ports and harbours of the Uni- 
; ; Cots ee : 
ted States,” in pursuance of the recom- 
mendation of your Presidency, in order to 
preserve our vessels and merchandize from 
capture by the Belligerent powers of Eu- 
rope, on the high ‘Seas, operated as atem- 
porary evil.and jnconventence to us, in com- 
mon with our sister states. "4 
* Confiding, however, in the wisdom of 
government, we acquiesced in the MEASULE, 
believing that the act, from the reasons as- 
signed for passing it, would not operate to 
embarrass or interdict our infercourse with 
the provinces of Canada, - There, no dan- 
gers existed, or captures could be made, 
under the decrees of France, or the British 
orders in council—Our fellow. cisizens did 
not, therefore, relax in their usual employ- 
ments in busisess, and universally turned 
their attention to Canada, for the most ben- 
eficial market then legally in their _poweér, 
for their Beef, Pork, Pot and Peayl-ashes, 
and vested inich of their property in: that 
trade.—In the midst of their exertions and 
laudable determinations to use cvery lawful 
mean in their power to enable themselves 
to discharge all their pecuniary obligations 
with punctuality, to supply themselves and 
their fellow citizens with the necessaries of 
life, and more especially with a competent 
supply of Gold end Silver coin, which are 
the sinews of war, and the facilities of all 
eovernments, their laudable views and most 
Nattering expectations were arrested, by the 
passing of another act oa the lath day of 
March last, prokibiting all commercial :in- 
tercourse, by sea and land, with any foreign 
nation, or territories adjacent tothe Uni- 
ted States. | ; oe 
The operation of these acts, andathers 
relative to the same, have completely. de- 
prived us of all markets, blasted. our most 
sanguine expectations—and involyed.as, in 
coniplicated embarrassment and rule. 
They have, paralized industry, destroyed 
confidence, and produced universal .anxie- 
ty, despondency and fear. In this ecmpli- 
cation. ef evils, many have been obliy: d to 
change aa open, manly and honorable imter- 
course, to a clandestine, evasive andullicig 
one 5 or be involved in inevitable ruin and 
bankruptcy. Though they would shudder 
ut the idea ofan open violation of the guard 
and wholesome laws of their country, -yety 
necessity has persuaded them, that it js al- 
most a virtwe te secretly invade the injuri- 
ous effects and operation of those acts. 
These, acts, and their conseqnent con- 
‘structions, have plaeed'it in the power of 
any inimical person or zealot, to put the 
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stamp of suspicion on every species of in- 
tercourse among men, and subject the in- 
mocent to loss and incenyenuience, and cn- 
alanger the peace of society. . 
These evils, we have aire 
felt, withoat any cpposiidy 
evade the laws. We already sec that our 
produce will not pay cur debs. Its price

EDITOR'’s CLOSET. 


« Be just, and fear not.” 


The democratic committee of arrange- 
ments, have issued their Bulletin, giving 
what they call an account of the federal 
celebration of the fourth of July. We be- 
licve they were sober when'they wrote it, 
though it is evident they were either a little 
deranged when they saw the scenes which 
they pretend to describe. or that they have 
had the baseness to sanction a string of de- 
liberate, palpable and-egregious falshoods. 

This committee, to clear the ground, 
and to make their misrepresentations . ap- 
pear plausible, were under the necessity of 
contradicting the Balance account in the 
out-set.

The pretence that “the federalists had pro- 
vided themselves with sixty-{hrce pistolye- 
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thé morning of the 4th of July, and that 
they openly threatened Liood and death” —~

flag—not a pistol was exhibited in the pro- 
cession---and she passed, as we have before 
mentioned, directly under the noses of the 
whole democratic assemblage. Yet she 
was not molested; nor is the aforesaid 
committee-man yet a corpse. It was 
asserted, with how much truth we cahnot 
say, that one of the democrats, in a migity 
gust of passion, when the ship was passing, 
turned deéiberately round to his companions, 
and swore, that if half a dozen of them did 
not hold him, he would destroy her in an 
instant; and that they accordingly seized 
himy,.and-very farcically tore his jacket off, 
by way of shewing with what dificulty they 
restrained him!

who keeps him, the Prince of Austurias, the Prince 
of Peace and several of the grandees who accom.
